Toronto, Nov. 16.—Tom Coley’s defeat 
by Wilson, the Peterboro Indian was the 
surprise at the Toronto Garrison meet.

Not once did he offer to get 
to the front, evidently preferring to al- 
low his more experienced competitor to 
make the pace, Coley set it fast, and 
the course was covered in 27.19, seven 
seconds faster than by Longboat, paced 
by five runners, at the Garrison spring 
indoor meet, The Ivrish-Canadian ran 
lower than Wilson, and several times 
hit up a clip for a quarter mile that was 
enough to take the steam out of many 
a good = runner. Wilson responded 
promptly each time, and Coley could not 
shake him off, try as he would. Rev. 
John D. Morrow, the former quarter- 
mile champion of Canada, who was one 
of the judges, stated at the end of the 


Aourth mile that Wilson would win. He 


was running easily and with plenty of 
confidence, and would not let Coley get 
more than three feet ahead of him. 
Both runners bounded oway at full 
speed when the bell sounded for the last 
lap, and had it hammer and tongs ell 
around the track. Wilson was a foot 
in front of Coley after stealing the rail 
on the lower turn. At the top turn 
Coley was two feet back, and the Peter- 
boro’ boy lengthened his lead when he 
straightened into the stretch, Coley was 
nearly two yards behind when Wilson 
breasted the tape. Coley: claimed that 
Wilson cut him off by running out into 
the centre of the track after turning into 
the straight, but the protest was not en- 
tertained. The time by miles was 5.14, 
11.06 2-5, 16.80, 22.24 2-5, and 27.19.

TROUBLE AMONG THE SENATORS. 


Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 16.—The executive 
of the Ottawa Hockey club is taking a 
firm stand against the refusing of some 
of the leading members of last year’s 
team who are out for an annual meeting, 
in which the men would have a say in 
the election of officers.
